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Mrs. Housewife Becomes a Banker 


AY he is a Banker and at once! 

a woman thinks of a busy man 
of affairs and perhaps envies him 
a little. Her work seems so mon- 
otonous. Just the same old thing 
day after day. Go to market, come 
home and prepare the food, only 
to ‘see"it quickly disappear if she 
has been skillful in the preparation. 

Yet if she wishes, she may be- 
come a Banker herself. Her mar- 
ket is the concrete one seen as cans 
of food,.bags of -rice and bars of 
soap found in the grocery store, 
and if she knows values she can 
save herself time and money by 
skillful marketing methods, 

If she goes to the same stores 
regularly, the grocer begins to 
watch for her to tell her of special 
values to be found on special days. 
Also in buying canned food he will 
give her three for less, or a re- 
duction on a case. And if she is 
a regular customer he will often 
break or mix a case for her, so 
that she does not have to tie up 
all .her .month’s dessert budget in 
canned pineapple, in order to save 
by buying a case at a time. She 
may get any assortment she may 
wish, as six cans of asparagus, corn, 
pineapple and tomatoes, and also 
get the benefit of the reduction. 

Rice can be bought and kept in 
see jars with tight lids. Soap if 

ought by the dozen is cheaper and 
saves the time consumed in going 
or sending for more. And, as every 
good housekeeper knows, it lasts 
longer. ifsput away on the shelves 
to dry out. : 


One clever housekeeper simpli- 
fied her banking and at the same 
time kept books very accurately 
by the following simple method; she 
took a piece of cardboard eight by 
twelve inches and divided it into 
portions, tied a long string to a 
pencil and fastened it to the’ pad.
